German forces h olding th e vital sector of th e battle 
front between th e Aisne and th e Oise rivers were h urled 
back over a ten mile front th is morning

tenth army, according to reports received in London. 
Th e statement says th at th e French troops h ave pen­ 
etrated th e enemy positions to a depth of two miles. Be­ 
fore 9 o’clock th ey h ad taken 500 prisoners. 
Ex pect Retirement Fro m So isso ns. 
Th is morning’s advance is apparently a continuation 
of th e assault made north west of Soissons on Sunday. It 
endangers th e wh ole German position at Soissons and 
along th e Aisne.

Unofficial dispatch es also state th at significant local 
successes h ave been ach ieved by th e French from th e Oise 
north to well past Roye. Th e line, as it is straigh tened, 
includes th e outskirts of th e important town of Lassigny, 
for wh ich th e French h ave been figh ting for more th an a 
week.

military committee, was represented 
today by Frank Morrison, secretary 
of the American Federation of La­ 
bor.

statement by Samuel Gompers, Mor­ 
rison said that authority to with­ 
draw deferred 
classification 
from 
men absent from work without cause 
was an attack on 
the 
"loyalty of 
American work men and conscription 
of labor in a covert way" and w’ould 
be resented in every corner of the 
country. 
He suggested that special 
interests wfere pressing the anti-la­ 
bor legislation. 


The man power bill will probably 
be reported In a few’ days and will 
be immediately considered 
In 
the 
house. 
It will be tak en up in the 
senate on Thursday of this week . 
Secretary Morrison referred to the 
probable international effect of the 
work or fight amendment. 
He said 
it would mak e the world and our al­ 
lies believe that American work ers 
were slack ers. 
He declared that the 
law is not ask ed by th« government, 
which is not exercised over the in­ 
dustrial situation. 
"Who, then, is 
ask ing for this legislation, the Colo­ 
rado Fuel company or the great steel 
trusts?" he ask ed. 
He ask ec| If, in case of a strik e, 
the soldiers of democracy would be 
used as strik e break ers, fighting or­ 
ganized labor. 
He said that such 
control of labor is not ask ed by the 
government and is not necessary, and 
added, "This is the United States, 
not Germany.”

feed on the ground and fly into a low 
tree if frightened. 
A b ird with only 
two ideas Is not long for this world, 
mid the fool hen that loiters along a 
trail usually finds her way Jnto a fry­ 
ing pan. Yet this b ird is tne western 
prototype of the wary ruffed grouse 
of New England, and old chronicles 
show that shy b ird was once so tame 
that it could b e caught with a horse­ 
hair loop on the end of a long stick. 


Timiskaming.
